How  Is  it  that  you  can  grow  such  wonderful  Asters,  Mr.  Rugowski  ? I could  never  do  it.  I used  to  grow  just  wonderful  Asters  years  ago, 
but  I can’t  grow  them  any  more.  In  the  first  place  they  get  the  yellows  and  then  the  stem  rots,  etc. 

This  is  the  kind  of  talk  I have  heard  from  people  I have  met  at  the  various  conventions  from  time  to  time.  But  this  has  not  discouraged  me 
from  breeding  finer  Asters  year  affer  year,  neither  did  it  discourage  me  because  others  have  had  failures. 

I have  had  those  same  troubles  for  some  time  but  I soon  found  out  why  Asters  get  the  yellows,  also  why  they  stem  rot.  I love  the  Aster.  I 
studied  its  habits  and  found  out  that  these  dreaded  diseases  could  be  oveicome.  This  is  all  positively  overcome  by  following  my  advice  “How  To 
Grow  Asters”  Successfully,  which  is  given  Free  with  every  purchase  of  our  Aster  Seed.
